Basing his rem arks on the set of 
questions on law n care and prob­ 
lems w hich he distributed among 
the m em bers of th e club, Mr. O ran 
stated th at lime is of great im por­ 
tance in the lawn soil for th e reason 
th a t an acid soil cannot produce a 
good set of grass. 
He recom m ended 
blue grass for general use on lawns 
and 
C hew inks 
Fescue 
for shady 
sections, as the best types of grass. 
The use of a com plete fertilizer 
was urged and a m ixture co n tain ­ 
ing 
five p arts nitrogen. 
IO 
part- 
phosphorus and five p arts potash 
was suggested. 
A pplications of fer­ 
tilizer in early spring and the fall 
were approved and th e best quantity 
to use was given us from 20 to 40 
pounds of fertilizer for each 1,000 
.square feet. 
G rass seed should be sown in the 
fall for best results, Mr. G rail stated. 
G rass cutting is im jiortant in the 
care of lawns, the speaker stated, 
and gave one and a half to two 
inches as the best length at which 
to cut the grass instead of less than 
an inch as is frequently the custom 
on m any lawns. 
Filially, he discussed weeds and 
other lawn problem s. 
He recom ­ 
m ended sodium arsenite and sodium 
chlorate as weed killers th a t arc be­ 
ing used w ith success. 
D andelion, 
ripple and crab grass are th e most 
prevalent 
weeds 
here.

1,200 Guardsmen Sur- 
rou nd Chevrolet 
Plant, Si t e of 
New Sit-Down. 


Flint. Mich.. Feb. 2 
(APE—The 
One Hundred and Twenty-six in­ 
fantry of the National Guard. 1,200 
’ strong, moved Monday night into 
the Chevrolet Motor company zone, 
where more than a dozen persons 
were injured, two of them seriously 
in noting precipitated by a new sit- 
down strike. 
Movement of the regiment, the 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth, by 
truck began shortly before 9 p. rn. 
The men had full combat equip­ 
ment, including rifles, bayonets, ma­ 
chine guns and tear-gas guns. 
They were ordered to clear all 
persons from the area around the 
Chevrolet plant and to permit no 
one to enter without a military pass. 
Across From Body Plant 
The Chevrolet plant Is across from 
the Fisher body plant No. 2. occu­ 
pied by strikers since December 30. 
but the troops were ordered not to 
Interfere with them. 
Monday night Chevrolet plant No. 
4, the motor assembly division, was 
in possession of workers w-ho had 
staged a new' sit-down strike as the 
night shift of 2,500 employes en­ 
tered the plant.

said approximately 200 were engaged 
in the strike.

O WHAT has the fine spirit of the careful artisans of yesterday mi­ 
grated? I walked into a woodworker's shop the other day and stood 
there watching tho skilful hands cutting designs and shaping rare woods, 
The boss told me that they had work ahead for months! 
Mr. Henry Ford, in his great museum in Dearborn, Michigan, employs 
a large number of the "old m asters” in craftmanship, ai restoring rare 
cid furniture, buggies and whatnots, th at he ha^ gathered from all parts 
of the country. 
I have stood there and watched the men ai work and 
it is an inspiring sight. Those men seem to pour the love of their hearts 
into the very wood that tiny shape and restore to its original beauty. 
In Michael Fairless’ book, "The Roadmender," sire has this sentence; 
"The swTft stride of civilization is leaving behind individual effort, and 
turning man into the Daemon of a machine. To and fro in front of the 
long loom, lifting a lever at o th er end, paces he who once with painstak­ 
ing intelligence drove the shuttle.” 
The worker today drives his bargain for so much a day. not so much 
a job. And the builder takes his task "on contract” to be finished at a 
certain time. 
Not his to build a monument to his genius and love—but 
mostly to build a bank account! 
I often think of the reply of that humble brick layer who was asked 
what he wa.s doing. “Building a cathedral!" 
Why do we love “antiques?" Because there is that patina of love to 
them. Painstaking intelligence, long exhausted, yet living, radiates from 
the very grain of the wood. Years ago, when ideals and character were 
so revered, workmen found happiness in their work and built tor the 
ages. A tall clock stands rn my hallway that Is 200 years old. The hands, 
the dial, the wheels, the hinges-—each and all, made by hands th at left 
their impress of love behind. 
Our little life is but a span—all too brief. When we go to the long 
lest we take nothing of on accumulation with us™but we may leave much 
behind.
